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WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP).— 
A defiant Argentina stood vir- 
tually quarantined from its west- 
ern hemisphere neighbors today, 
unmoved publicly by a blunt 
United States declaration that its 
government will not be recognized 
until it plainly abandons a “pro- 


Axis” policy for a pro-Allied one. 

A high State Department offi- 
cial said the sweeping United 
States denunciation charging Ar- 
gentina with open aid to the Axis 
had received virtually unanimous 
approval of all the other American 
nations. 

The State Department document, 
made public last night, pulled no 
punches in this Government's 
statement of its firm stand against 
the government of President Edel- 
miro Farrell. It detailed charges 
of Argentina's failure to join in 
hemispheric defense during the 
past two and a half years and 
specified pro-Nazi actions of Far- 
rell’s government. 

Since the inter-American con- 
ference convened shortly after 
Pearl Harbor, Argentina “has per- 
sisted in an open, notorious and 
contrary course of action which 
has given constant aid and com- 
fort to the enemies” of the other 
American republics, it declared. 

It said the brief period last Feb- 
ruary when Argentina broke rela- 
tions with the Axis and. promised 
to take measures for continental 
defense was followed with over- 
throw of the government by pro- 
Nazi elements who opposed Argen- 
tine co-operation with the rest of 
the hemisphere. 

Argentina’s public retort came 
in a broadcast last night by For- 
eign Minister Gen. Orlando Peluffo 
who said his country would “con- 
tinue its present course of con- 
duct.” 

Peluffo said, “we do not admit” 
that pro-Nazi elements are main- 
tained in the government and he | 
disputed the accusation that Ar- | 
gentina has been helping any 
cause but its own. 

Asked for comment at his 
press conference today on Pe- 
luffo’s speech, Secretary of State 
Hull replied by saying that any 
specious plea put forth by parties 
to the desertion of the Allied 
cause calls for no comment.

A War Department announce- 
ment here today said: 

“The War Department has been 
notified of the death of Lt. Gen. 
Lesley’ J, McNair. Gen. McNair 
was killed by enemy fire while ob- 
serving the action of our front-line 
units in the recent offensive.” 


He was the highest ranking 
merican officer killed in action 


On July 14, the Army announced 
that McNair had been given an 
important overseas assignment, 
the nature of which was not dis- 
closed, and that Lt. Gen. Ben Lear 
had succeeded him in command of 
the ground forces, 

MeNair, who was 61 years old, 
was regarded as one of the Army’s 
most brilliant officers. Gen. 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
once called him “the brains of the 
Army.” 

‘Great Loss,’ Says Marshall. 

Commenting today on the Gen- 
eral’s death, Gen. Marshall said 
“The American Army has sus- 
tained a great loss in the death of 
Gen. McNair.” 

“Had he had the choice,” said 
Marshall, “he would probably have 
elected to die as he did, in the 
forefront of the attack. 

“His presence on the firing 
line with the leading element in 
the great assault which has just 
been launched on the American 
front in Normandy was indicative 
of his aggressive and fearless spir- 
it and should be an Inspiring ex- 
ample to the forces of our great 
ground army which he organized 
and trained.”

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pear! 
Harbor, July 27 (AP).—Americans 
overrunning the Marianas have 
captured the north fourth of 
Tinian, with its 4500-foot Ushi air- 
field, and on Guam are striving to 
annihilate doomed Japanese half- 
way out on Orote peninsula in a 
bid for a 4700-foot airfield and the 
Sumay naval base. ' 

Four hundred Japanese were 
killed and 12 tanke deatroyed Mon- 
day night in breaking up an at 
tempt to burst through the Orote 


trap. That made 2800 of the 
enemy killed at Guam in five days. 


Tuesday the Yanks fought 3000 
yards out on the peninsula to the 
outskirts of the town of Sumay. 
The American beachhead now 
covers 12 miles of Guam’s west 
coast and extends in strength in 
behind the highly prized harbor 
of Port Apra. 

On Tinian, Marine conquerors 
of nearby Saipan have killed 1958 
Japanese in three days. 

The Tinian invaders sealed off 
the north quarter of the island by 
establishing a line from Faibus 
San Hilo point on the west coast 
to Asiga point on the east coast. 

On the northwest tip of Tinian 
ia the Ushi point airfield which, 
together with repair shops, bar- 
racks and other installations, is 
rated the equal of Hawaii's Hick- 
am Field. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz issued 
two communiques last night on 
the Guam and Tinian successes. 
Neither supported a Tokyo 
Wednesday claim, reported by Ber- 
lin, that “two more landing at- 
tempts were carried out by the 
enemy today on Guam.” 

The first communique, featuring 
progress on Tinian, said a battle- 
ship had knocked out several cam- 
ouflaged blockhouses and _ that 
Thunderbolt planes, based on Sai- 
pan, had spread fire bombs among 
coastal guns and barracks. Other 
Thunderbolts hit the enemy air- 
field on Pagan Island in the North 
Marianas. 

The second communique, con- 
fined to the Guam operation, said 
warships, planes and_ artillery 
helped the Americans in their 
drive out on Orote peninsula. 

Supporting these Central Pacific 
Invasions, Gen. Douglas MacdAr- 
thur announced today that his 
Southwest Pacific bombers at-

“If you call that hating our en- 
emies, then we must hate with 
every fiber of our being,” he con- 
tinued. “We must lust for battle; 
our object in life must be to kill; 
we must scheme and plan night 
and day to kill. There need be no 
pangs of conscience, for our en- 
emies have lighted the way to 
faster, surer and crueler killing; 
they are past masters. 


“We must hurry to catch up with 
them if we are to survive, Since 
killing is the object of our efforts, 
the sooner we get in the killing 
mood, the better and more skillful 
we shall be when the real test 
comes. The struggie is for sur- 
vival—kill or be killed.” 

He had a narrow escape in the 
spring of 1943 when a German 
shell exploded near the forward 
observation post where he stood 
on the Tunisian front watching the 
advance of American forces, Frag- 
ments of the shell ripped into his 
shoulder and struck his head. One 
of them pierced his helmet, but 
lacked sufficient force to reach 
the brain.

Then 
he was at general headquarters 
at Paris and Chaumont until the 
end of the war. He went into 
Germany with the Army of Occu- 
pation. 
After McNair’s return to the 
United States he served in various 
posts. In 1939, he became eom- 
mandant of the Command and 
General Staff School at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., and in 1940 
was assigned as Chief of Staff of 
General Headquarters and _ sta- 
tioned at the Army War College 
in Washington.

C. Clark, Democrat seeking re- 


nomination, devoted the greater 
part of a 33-minute speech at a 
party meeting at University City 
Library last night to a discussion 
of the editorial opposition of the 
Post-Dispatch to his candidacy. 

He also repeated, in essence, the 
explanation of his pre+Pearl Har- 
bor stand against preparedness 
measures and his subsequent sup- 
port of war and future peace 
measures, which he had delivered 
Tuesday night at Bowling Green, 
Mo., and earlier last night in a 
talk on. radio station KMOX. 

When he was re-elected in 1938, 
Clark said, he carried @®very coun- 
ty in Missouri and every ward in 
St. Louis but he believed hardly 
any one could remember now who 
his three opponents then were. 

In connection with his review of 
events leading up to the war he 
declared he was reaffirming his 
attitude; opponents have con- 
demned that attitude as_ isola- 
tronism He recalled President 
Roosevelt's atand before Pearl 
Harbor againat sending troopa to 
fight abroad and added, “I was 
in passionate sympathy with the 
President, I attribute to the 
President the same devotion to 
our pledges I hold myself.” 


‘Post-Dispatch Abused Me.’ 

“IT have been very bitterly at- 
tacked recently by a great news- 
paper in St. Louis,” Clark said, 
because of his differences with 
President Roosevelt over prepared- 
ness measures. He continued: “To 
anybody who has taken the trouble 
to follow the course of the rela 
tionship between Bennett Clark 
and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
that charge is a joke. 

“There have been four major 
controversies, all precipitated by 
the Post-Dispatch itself. First 
there was the confirmation of 
Judge. George H. Moore as a Fed- 
eral Judge. The Post-Dispatch 
has since had to admit that Moore 
is the best judge we ever had, 
Suffice it to say they abused me 
like a pickpocket and Judge 
Moore was confirmed. 

“The other three controversies 
were connected with the Post- 
Dispatch’s denunciation of me for 
differing with the President. In 
1936 the Post-Dispatch bolted the 
President for a second term and 
abused everybody like a_ pick- 
pocket who happened to support 
him. The Post-Dispatch came out 
definitely against Roosevelt and 
for Alf Landon. 

“Oct. 3, 1936, it said the nation 
was no better than the citizens 
of which it was formed and that 
the New Deal was sapping that 
character. Oct. 26, 1936, it spoke 
of the centralization of power 
under Roosevelt. Well, I can’t say 
the Post-Dispatch particularly 
singled me out for abuse in that 
camprgn. I spoke in 18 states 
then and was really one of the 
mine-run Democrats that got the 
abuse of the Post-Dispatch in that 
campaign 

"Rut the two renal controversies 
were personal attacks because | 
hadn't supported the President, 
Those were because I supported 
Harry Truman for the Senate four 
years ago when the Post-Dispatch 
was abusing him like a_ pick- 
pocket 

Supported Hannegan., 

“When they really went to town 
was when I had the temerity to 
suggest Bob Hanneguen would 
make an excellent Collector of 
Internal Revenue. They got out a 
special edition and sent it air mail 
to their correspondent in Wash. 
ington, who called me from the 
Senate floor and said he was di 
rected to give it to me by (Joseph) 
Pulitzer. I had already seen it, 
because Hannegan had sent me a 
copy air mail, so I put this one in 
my pocket. 

“Pete Brandt (Raymond P. 
Brandt, chief Washington cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch) 
said he was further directed by 
Pulitzer to ask when I was go- 
ing to change my mind. I1 said, 
‘Ask Mr. Pulitzer when he ever 
gaw me change my mind when I 
knew | was right. The Washing- 
ton correspondent asked me if we 
were going to have hearings on 
Hannegan. 1 said I would be 
giad to have hearings, if Pulitzer, 
or the fellow who got out that edi- 
tion, or the one who sent it to me 
air mail would appear. They 
didn't appear. 

“Before Hannegan was con- 
firmed I told the Senate this was 
the man who was the subject of 
the special edition. I didn’t want 
them to act without knowing that. 
Afterwards the Secretary of the

Secretary of War Stimson, re- 
porting army casualties today, 
pointed out that the Japanese 
have been paying heavily in the 
war in the central and southwest 
Pacific. From November 1, last 
year, to now 85,000 Japanese have 
been killed in those areas alone, 
he said, adding that this figure 
does not include “the thousands 
who must have perished on sunk- 
en or damaged warships and other 
vessels or from bombing and 
disease in the isolated areas where 
Japanese groups are still holding 
out.” 

Stimson’s figures also did not 
include enemy losses in southeast 
Asia and China. 

Only partial parallels can be 
drawn with World War I figures, 
since some categories have been 
added or altered. Navy records, 
for instance, do not include the 
number of wounded for Navy 
personnel in the earlier conflict, 
although they accounted for Ma- 
rine Corps wounded.

Nazi Rear Disorganized. 


Field dispatches said the whole 
German rear had been disorgan- 
ized by the rapid armored smashes 
into the Nazi lines, and prisoners | 
were being garnered by the hun-| 
dreds. 


Tankmen no longer’ bothered 
with small groups of the surren- 
dering enemy, simply motioning 
them on to the rear, 


Associated Press correspondent 
Hay Boyle, who is accompanying 
the tank spearhead, said that al- 
though the rapid drive had not 
caused a catastrophic rout among | 
the enemy there were growing | 
Signs of panic among the Ger- | 
mans, Some of the Nazis, unable 
to stand up under the steady bomb- 
ing and strafing by planes and the 
shelling by artillery and tanks, 
were fleeing without even blowing 
up their guns. 


A number of German units were 
trapped before they could pull out 
and these were either surrendering 
or being cleaned out by infantry- 
men. 


Boyle said the armored advance 
was continuing this afternoon 
“with undiminished momentum.” 

The infantry was said to be mov- 


ing up in an almost solid line from | 


Marigny to Canisy in the wake of 
the slashing tank columns whose 
commanders’ directed circling 
planes to attack objectives as they 
chose, 

¢@ighter pilots, flying “escort” 
for the American tanks, made 
claims of disabling 89 Nazi tanks 
yesterday, listing 20 destroyed, 19 
probably destroyed and 50 dam- 
aged, 

Considerable numbers of Nazi 
tanks also were Knocked out by 
American tanks and artillery yes- 
terday. Late field dispatches said 
70 German tanks were put out of 
action in. today’s fighting on the 
American front. 


The fighters maintained a con- 
stant patrol over the armored 
columns and through radio liasion 
tank commanders assigned the 
planes to knock out anything in 
their path. In some _ instances 
tank gunners laid down smoke 
markers to identify targets for 
the flyers, 

The fighters disproved the con- 
tention that German Tiger tanks 
could not be destroyed by ma- 
chine-gun fire hy setting the giant 
machines afire, 


Associated Preas correspondent 
Wes Gallagher wrote from the 
front that the American push yes- 
terday was “marked by a precision 
and co-operation among armored, 
infantry, artillery and air units 
not reached by any American 
army thus far in the war.” 

The Ninth Air Force pin-pointed 
targets ahead of the fighting men, 
ranging over the battlefield in 
fighters and bombers until called 
down to support tanks and infan- 
try. Gallagher said that over tank 
radios, tank crews could be heard 
calling for help from the planes 
and then shouts of, “that’s right— 
right on those tanks in the wood.” 

Over the battle area, too, drifted 
scores of tiny Piper Cub artillery 
spotters, directing the fire of 
heavy guns whose fire in some 
places wiped out the opposition 
even before the men on the 
ground reached it. 


A Colonel, attached to one of 
the Army’s tank units, said the 
casualties had been small—‘less 
than those we suffered in some 
of this heavy hedgerow defensive 
fighting.”

French Parachutists and Airmen | 


Fighting In Normandy. 

ALGIERS, July 27 (AP).— 
French parachute troops are fight- 
ing behind German lines in Nor- 
mandy and seven French aerial 
squadrons are participating in 
the invasion, Air Minister Fernand 
Grenier of the French Commit- 
tee of National Liberation said to- 
day. 

Other French air squadrons are 
operating at full strength in the, 
Mediterranean theater, he said. | 
Three squadrons of bombers and | 
four of fighters are in Normandy, | 
along with one parachute unit. | 

This was the first disclosure | 
that French forces were fighting | 
in the homeland, although some 
linison and administrative officers 
were known to have been at the 
Normandy front. 

Grenier declared he was not re- 
sponsible for the lack of French 
air support for the Maquis 
(French patriots) fighting in the 
interior. This lack, he asserted, 
“is a crime against the nation

This would have the 
effect of a public proclamation of 
complete approval of the Argen- 
tine action. For the American re- 
publics to fake suoh a course 
would be seriously to damage the 
Allied cause and *o undermine the 
principles which the united or- 
ganization of the nations of this 
hemisphere has been resolutely 
supporting in the war against the 
Axis powers.

~—During the eight years prior to 
Pearl Harbor the American repub- 
lics devoted their best efforts to 
perfect and strengthen the system 
of inter-American co-operation, go 
that if the wave of world agpres- 
sion would reach this hemisphere 
they would be ready to act to- 
gether for the common defense of 
their heritage. 


Great progress was achieved and | 
a spirit of solidarity and unity was) 


developed which justified the hope 
that any external threat to the 


peace and security of the hemis- 


phere would meet a common and 
united resistance. 

At the eighth international con- 
ference of American states in 
Lima in 1938 the American govern- 
ments reaffirmed their solidarity 


and proclaimed their intention to. 


make that solidarity effective in 
the event that the peace, security 
or territorial integrity of any 
American nation were threatened. 
By so doing they provided the 
spiritual foundation for the belief 
that in the event of aggression, 
the supreme test of unity would be 
fully met by each one of the 21 
republics. 

The meeting of foreign ministers 
of the American republics at 
Panama in 1939, upon the out- 
break of war in Europe, was ani- 
mated by the same spirit. 


1940 Pledge. 


Immediately following the occu- 
pation of France by Germany, the 
determination of the American re- 
publics to maintain their solidarity 
and unity of action in the face of 
the threatened spread of Axis ag- 
gression to this hemisphere was 
unanimously proclaimed by the 
foreign ministers at Habana in 
July, 1940, in the solemn pledge.

The government of Gen. Ramirez 
‘announced the break of relations 
with Germany and Japan on 
January 26, 1944. It based its 
‘action on the criminal espionage 
activities which it declared were 
directly chargeable to the Axis 
governments and which, it as- 
serted, infringe the national 
' sovereignty, compromise the for- 
eign policy of this government, 
and threaten the security of the 
continent, 


Repeated assurances were given 
by President Ramirez, the foreign 
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minister, Gen. Gilbert, and other, 
responsible members of the Ar- 


gentine Government, in public 
statements as well as private con- 
versations, that immediate, ener- 
getic measures would be taken to 
suppress subversive Axis activi- 
ties and in other ways to give ef- 
fect to the severance of relations. 

Very soon, however, it became 
clear that powerful forces within 
the government were determined 
to oppose those measures and 
render the break valueless. Gen.

In Memoriam

Edward Melendes, Mexican, beaten to 
death in a St. Louis police cell, died two 
years ago, July 27, 1942; remains to 
Washington University Medical School. 

This unpunished murder has com- 
pletely “baffled” for two years the whole 
Police Department, the Republican 
Board of Police Commissioners and the 
Democratic Circuit Attorney's office.

Much of the newa of this primary election 
concerns not so much issues and the virtues or 
faults of political candidates, as the maneuver- 
ings of political bosses, from national commit- 
teemen down to precinct captains. 

We hear less, for example, about the respective 
abilities of Charles Ferguson and Jean Paul 
Bradshaw as governorship material than we hear 
about the Republican party feud between Barak 
Mattingly and the anti-Mattingly crowd. 

We hear less about the respective claims on 
the voters of Bennett Clark and Roy McKittrick 
than we hear about the former lining up the sup- 
port of Hannegan and Truman at the Chicago 
convention, and abofit the latter countering 
Clark’s moves by lining up the support of com- 
mitteemen and ward leaders 

Would Shook make a better Governor than 
Sermon or Donnelly? That’s the issue that inter- 
ests, or should interest, everyone... Instead, we 
read how different party leaders are lining up 
to throw their highly professional support one 
way or the other. 

Party leaders aren’t exactly contemptuous of 
the public in making their deals. They are 
simply in the business of politics and patronage, 
and they go about their job in an efficient and 
workmanlike manner. 3 

In picking this candidate or that, or in switch- 
ing from one to another, they are thinking largely 
in terms of getting into winning combinations. 
They are licking their lips over the jobs that will 
fall their way if they select the right combina- 
tions. 

They don’t have to consider the broad public 
interest because they know that the independent- 
minded citizens do not turn out in great numbers 
in primaries, or at least in numbers sufficient to 
overturn the party leaders and their regular fol- 
lowing. 

Sure, the primary comes in the dead of sum- 
mer when people are weary or apathetic, or have 
gone on vacation or whatnot. That’s part of the 
picture. That’s tha time of year that the poli- 
ticians like best, for the very reason ,that the 
public ig off guard. Many. attempts have been 
made to change the primary date to spring or to 
fall, but the politicians successfully resist it. 

So, unless history reverses itself next Tuesday, 
the politicians with their followings and with 
their ready-made slates will go to the polls and 
have, things their own way. And the public 
won't wake up to what has happened until the 
primary election is over. Then, at the general 
election in November, the people will be re- 
stricted to a choice of two sets of nominees, 
each carefully selected by the leaders of each 
party. 

If the politicians knew the public would par- 
ticipate fully in the primary next Tuesday, they 
would be a good deal more careful in their choice 
of candidates. They would consider issues, prin- 
ciples and individual character. As it is, they are 
permitted to run things just about as they 
please, keeping alwaya in mind their own selfish 
interests.

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Why Not Purple Butter? 


A timely note has just been sent out by the 
margarine industry relative to the color of the 
product—timely because of the remarkg on the 
subject made by A, D, Lynch, secretary-manager 
of Sanitary Milk Producers, in a letter to the 
editor of the Post-Dispatch printed last Sunday. 

Mr. Lynch wrote that dairymen did not object 
to the coloring of margarine so long as yellow, 
“the distinetive natural color of butter,” was not 
used; and he was good enough to suggest several 
colors: red, blue, purple, green. He did not men- 
tion pink, which has been a strong contender 
among the foes of margarine in the past—so 
strong that five states enacted laws, eventually 
thrown out by the Supreme Court, requiring all 
margarine to be artificially colored pink, 

Now from the margarine {Industry comes this 
pertinent note on color: 

“Margarine, derived mainly from 
and soybean oils, is a naturally yellow product 
which present Feueral law requires to be bleached 
white and artificial coloring added.” 

Yellow, it seems, is the “distinctive natural 
color’—to borrow Mr. Lynch’s words—of marga- 
rine also, Is there any reason, in Mr, Lynch's 
philosophy, why its natural color should be per-

mitted to one of these products and not to the 
other?—and if so, why should it not be butter 
that must be bleached and artificially colored? 
Or would it be better to give the two products 
an equal start and require both of them to be 
colored in some attractive shade, say purple? 
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A Policy Toward Argentina 

Col, Juan Peron’s totalitarian Government of 
Argentina, proud, huffy and admittedly warlike, 
ehas decided to take exactly this attitude toward 
the United States, recalling its Ambassador to 
Washington, Adrian Escobar, and insisting on 
its present foreign policy even after virtually all 
other American nations have denounced it. 

Secretary Hull's denunciation of sinister and 
subversive elements could not, said the Peron 
communique, be accepted by Argentines “without 
impairment of their dignity.” The Peronites, by 
speaking of the Ambassador’s recall as “‘the first 
step,” hint further retaliatory tactics to come. 

Mr, Hull’s reply was quick and emphatic, 
Argentina, said an official statement issued yes- 
terday, has “deserted the common cause” of its 
neighbor nations; no recognition will be granted 
until there is conclusive evidence of a change in 
policy. The fact that 19 other American nations 
concur in this statement gives it the character 
of a hemispheric ultimatum. 

How firm a hand will the United States Gov- 
ernment be justified in taking toward the military 
clique which has control of Argentina and which 
is introducing Falangist methods there? 

Intervention in the domestic affairs of an- 
other country should be avoided, but must we 
not, as a matter of hardheaded practice, encour- 
age popular government and do everything within 
our power to eradicaté the Fascist menace? 

Whatever the meang adopted by our State De- 
partment, the objective should be clear before us, 
It should be to encourage the repudiation of 
Peron and his war-mongering kind, and the es- 
tablishment of popular government in Argentina.

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A Good Statement 


The case for an experimental airstrip on the 
central riverfront is well stated by Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of Public Service, 
in his letter to City Counselor Holland asking 
for an opinion as to its legality. 

Mr. Kinsey says that the city, with the en- 
couragement of the Federal Government, is 
actively engaged in developing an airport pro- 
gram, “one vital phase of which is the matter of 
small flight or landing strips.” There is little 
or no engineering, technical or aeronautic ex- 
perience upon which the requirements of such 
strips can be determined. 

Before spending large sums of money, it is 
essential to “determine the effect of tall build- 
ings which are near to, but out of, approach 
zones; the effect of moderate, swirling air cur- 
rents; the pilot reaction to restricted landing 
areas; the size and type of airplanes which 
can safely utilize landing strips in metropolitan 
areas; the probable extent and type of such use, 
and many other factors,” 

What the city wants, according to Kinsey, 
is the right to use the now-idle riverfront to 
make such tests, the results of which can be em- 
ployed in other places where small strips are con- 
templated. In these tests, the city expects the 
active co-operation of the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration, which is planning a billion-dollar 
airport program for the country. It does not 
intend to “erect any buildings, landing lights, 
signs, structures... nor do we wish to pave the 
runways or taxi strips.” All that is needed is 
a leveling off of the present surface. 

The city offera to return the site on 24 hours’ 
notice, and does not propose a modification of any 
plans the National Park Service may have for 
development of the area, It wants to know 
whether a temporary permit, under these cir- 
cumstances, would be legal. Incidentally, the 
city, through Mr. Kinsey, says that Charles P, 
Williama’ recent legal opinion on the subject was 
not wholly applicable to the question at hand.

Deadly Weapon for Future Wars

Though robot bomb cannot win for Germany now, British observer 
believes it will in time become No. 1 military instriment; expects it 
to doom long-range bomber and most cannon; with it nations can 
wreak maximum annihilation on each other without moving a man,

LONDON. 
The flying bomb has been received in the 
normal English way. First it was received 
with ridicule—laughing it to scorn; next 
with abuse—shaming it out of existence. 
These are sure signs of its eventual adop- 
tion, 


In my opinion, it portends as great a 
revolution in the art of war as those suc- 
cessively effected by the bow and arrow, 
the musket, the cannon and the airplane. 
Possibly greater, for as all these inven- 
tions aggravated man’s propensity for war, 
it seems to me not at all improbable that 
this winged projectile may at length bring 
him to his senses. 


The powers and limitations of a weapon 
may be classified under the following head- 
ings: Range, striking power, accuracy of 
aim, volume of fire, portability. Of these, 
the first is the dominant characteristic. To 
put it another way: A weapon of superior 
range is the fulcrum of combined tactics: 


Safe for the User 


Thus, should men be armed with bows, 
Spears and swords, tactics should be 
shaped around the arrow; if armed with 
aircraft, artillery and rifles, then tactics 
should be shaped around the airplane, 


Throughout the history of war, develop- 
ment of these characteristics has been gov- 
erned by man’s urge to eliminate danger. 
Thirteen years ago I wrote: 

“The central problem in future warfare 
ls elimination, elimination of the human 
element, the historic stumbling block tin 
war. Man is fearful and nervous, Mech- 
anization, chemicalization, electrification 
are but means to an end—negation of the 
instinct of self-preservation, 


“Elimination of danger lies at the bottom 
of all weapon improvement, A bullet is a 
nerveless bit of metal; so is a shell, and so 
is a torpedo, Yet the fact remains that 
frequently these weapons are launched on 
their destructive courses by trembling 
hands and fearful brains. The whole his- 
tory of weapon development is one in 
which the aim has been to reduce to the 
minimum this human contact, and its goal 
would appear to be a robot obedient to a 
distant mind.” 


Superior to the Bomber 


Should this be so, it is certain that with 
further development the flying bomb will 
become the dominant weapon, Comparison 
between it and the gun and the bomber 
proves that this Is so. 


The gun is stationary; from the position 
it occupies, it can fire for weeks on end, 
Its wear and tear is slight. It is an accu- 
rate weapon, and the risks of its, being 
hit or put out of action are amall. Its am- 
munition can be dumped alongside it in 
large quantities, and the cost of each dis- 
charge is limited to the value of the ex- 
plosive used and such depreciation as it 
causes to the gun, 

The bomber can operate only in move- 
ment, The risk of its being put out of ac- 
tion is considerable, It may take several 
hours before it comes within range of its 
target. Its bomb load is limited and, once 
expended, thé machine must return to its 
base to reload. It is not a very accurate 
weapon, and the cost of each load dis- 
charged includes, besides the wear and 
tear on the machine, the value of the fuel 


burned, which may run to several thousand 
gallons. 


Nevertheless, the bomber has two great 
advantages over the gun: vastly increased 
range and greater projectile power. So 
long as these hold good for distant bom- 
bardments and for rapid destructive effect, 
the gun will remain outclassed. 


Suppose, however, it were possible to in- 
vent a gun possessing these characteristics. 
Suppose it could fire a shell as large as the 
heaviest bomb at a range equivalent to 
that of the biggeat bomber ever likely to 
be built, -'Wouldn’t the bomber be at once 
outclassed? 


Certainly, because such a weapon would 
be less clumsy, costly and complicated. 
Further, as shells in any quantity could 
be dumped alongside it during days and 
weeks on end, an unbroken stream of pro- 
jectiles could be directed on the target. 


At once it will be seen that the flying 
bomb as it is today is the embryo of such 
a weapon. Its simplicity and economy over 
air-transported bombs is self-evident. Like 
a shell, it can be fired from a stationary 
position at great range and in any quan- 
tities. : 


Both Simple and Deadly 


It can be made any size, without requir- 
ing a complicated piece of machinery such 
as a cannon to fire it or a still more com- 
plicated one—an airplane—tq transport it 
to its target. As it is manless, the casual- 
ties nre vastly reduced, As the trough or 
cradle from which it la launched can be 
placed underground, ita destruction will be 
most difficult. 


Though the flying bomb is unlikely to 
change the course of the present war, it 
is not improbable that it will dominate the 
next. After all, the airplane—the dominant 
weapon of today—ig little more than 40 
years old. When we look back upon the 
machines which took to the air in August, 
1914, and compare them with those which 
now rain ruin on Berlin and other cities, 
it demands no great flight of the imagina- 
tion to picture as rapid as evolution in the 
flying bomb during the next 30 years, 


It ia self-evident that such a revolution 
carries with it the doom of the bomber as 
a piece of long-range artillery and prob- 
ably also the doom of the cannon in most 
of its many forms. The method of attack 
will then be introduced which will enable 
one nation to wage war on another, a war 
of maximum annihilation, without moving 
a man,

Lippmann Drafts a Peace Plan 
Founded on Regional Compacts 


“, & War Alms,’’ by Walter Lippmann. (Atlantic 
Monthly Press, Little, Brown & Co., Boston.) 


Readers of Walter Lippmann have come 
to expect, not originality, but highly skillk- 
ful adaptation and definition of ideas as 
yet inchoate or obscure. This book, though 
showing some signs of haste, conforms to 
the pattern, and its genuine idealism, clar- 
ity of, style and thought, and convincing 
argument show the author at his best. 

This is not to say that readers will al- 
ways agree with the contentions. The open- 
ing assumption, that we could not declare 
our war aims until victory was in sight, is, 
in view of the far greater propaganda suc- 
cess of the Russians, at least debatable. On 
the other hand, no one can quarrel with the 
insistence that we must preserve the spir- 
itual values and practical gains of the war, 
or that we can only help nations that can 


and will help themselves. 
* ° . 


Following these generalization', Lipp 
mann surveys historically the conflicta that 
led up to the present war. “Our- strategy 
has been dictated by our faults,” he says, 
“it consists in repairing our mistakes... . 
We have to undo what we did not prevent.” 

From historical analysis to future plan- 
ning is a short step. The citadels of to- 
morrow’s security are what Lippmann calis 
the great strategic communities—the Atlan- 
tic, the Russian and the Chinese. The first 
of these naturally receives most attention, 

The interdependence of all states whose 
center of gravity is the Atlantic is obvious, 
and the community will settle problems of 
armaments, strategy and currency. No 
member state could arbitrarily change a 
major commitment; at the same time, each 
state would assist in formulating policies 
to which it was morally and practically 
pledged. The other communities would 
presumably have the same arrangements. 

In the postwar world, the relations of 
the United States and Russia—each the cen- 
ter of a community—are very important, 
and Lippmann deplores the excessive cen- 
sorship which has insulated Russia from 
the rest of the world, especially sincé her 
location is so strategically significant, 

. . 


The orbits, Lippmann says, offer much 
more than’a universal society; if it exists, 
he says, it should be non-political. The large 
federation failed in 1919 because its mem- 
bers got entangled in minor disputes. The 
paradox of Wilsonian idealism and petty 
bickering led directly to a corroding and 
frustrated cynicism. 

The true universal society must be an 
association of the great communities with 
a council for consultation, but with the re- 
gional orbits, founded on historic and stra- 
tegic factors, actually carrying out the pol- 
icies. What those policies are and how 
they are to be put into effect calls for 
greater elaboration than is here provided.

HE Constitutional Convention

adopted Aug. 27, 1787, apparently 


without debate, the article granting to the President the power 
of “Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United 


States and of the militia of the several states when called into the 
actual service of the United States.” 


According to Charles Warren's 
account, objections were raised to 
his right, as Luther Martin said 


later, “to command in person; but 
this could not be obtained.” It 
seems evident that the convention 
did not wish to disqualify Wash- 
ington, who was the foremost 
American General, from taking 
personal command in the event of 
War. 


What the Federalist Said. 


The Federalist papers, so far as 
I know, do not throw much light 
on the argument which will de- 
velop between Gov.

We need 
not take either thesia too serioun- 
ly, however, for both Mr. Dewey 
and Mr. Roosevelt know better 
and do not really mean what their 
words seem to say. 

The substance of the argument 
comes down, I think, to this: Gov. 
Dewey is meaning to say that the 
strategy of the war has been 
settled, that he supports it, and 
that now the execution must be 
left to the professional military 
commanders. Events will show 
that this formula will not work.

be evident. 

For the nearer we get to the 
German defeat, the more complex 
and momentous will be the prob- 
lem of realigning the whole United 
Nations’ war effort against Japan.

So 
we cannot for a moment under- 
estimate the crucial importance 
of Chinese, Soviet and British par-

Principles With Argentina

peatedly that it was due to for- 
eign pressure. 

This attitude was confirmed 
by its actions. The freedom of 
the country was extended to 
Axis diplomatic and consular offi- 
cers; affirmative assistance was 
given to Axis firms, both through 
large official contracts and 
through requisitioning of critical 
materials from firms friendly to 
the Democratic cause. Immediate- 
ly following the break of rela- 
tions police activity and arrests 
of Axis agents were briefly stimu- 
lated by the Ramirez govern- 
ment, but under the new regime 
numerous Axis spies and agents 
were set at liberty. As a result 
Axis espionage again flourished. 

Such pro-Axis newspapers as «1 
Federal, Cabildo and La Fronda 
enjoyed governmental support and 
assistance in obtaining newsprint, 
and carried on a bitter propa- 
ganda campaign against the Unit- 
ed Nations and on behalf of the 
Axis. 

A commentary by La Fronda on 
the Allied landings in France ex- 
emplified this propaganda: “It is 
most comforting that all the 
peoples of the continent are close- 
ly grouped under the brilliant 
leadership of Hitler, who has been 
supernaturally transformed by de- 
velopments into... more than an 
intrepid defender of Germany, he 
is the defender of Europe.” 

Nevertheless, from time to time 
certain elements in the Farrell 
government professed a desire to 
see the rupture implemented. 
Were such an attempt te be made, 
* however, these same elements ad- 
mitted that they would be elimi- 
nated as were Ramirez and Gilbert 
by the extremist forces within the 
government. That the dominant 
power in Argentina was, and con- 
tinues to be, in the hands of pro- 
Axis elements determined to im- 
pose their desires is strikingly re- 
vealed by this situation. Further- 
more, it is significant that these 
game elements control the most 
important ministries and agencies 
of the national government as 
well as the governments of the 
provinces, and have rapidly and 
energetically implanted a domestic 
totalitarian system that fully com- 
plements and supports their pro- 
Axis foreign policy, through con- 
trol of the press, the courts, the 
schools, and other key institutions. 


Civil Rights Nullified. 

The basic civil rights have been 
either nullified or so modified as 
to have no real meaning. Every 
effort was made to stamp out 
democratic opposition to the gov- 
ernment’s totalitarian program. A 
striking demon:ration of the na- 
ture of this program was afforded 
in the declarations of the Minister 
of War on June 10 when he said 
that military rearmament is the 
objective to which the entire econ- 
omy of the country and the life 
of all of its people must be dedi- 
cated. The Minister admitted in 
so many words that the keystone 
of Argentina's international policy 
is to be military force, when he 
stated that in addition to the use 
of diplomacy to achieve political 
objectives it possessed the power 
of its armed forces. 


Shortly after the Farrell regime 
came into power various of its 
members undertook to arrange in- 
terviews with members of the 
diplomatic corps in Buenos Aires 
through intermediaries. Ambassa- 
dor Armour participated in two 
informal discussions of this kind, 
one with the foreign minister, 
and the other with the ministers 
of foreign relations, war and navy. 
The ambassador reported to this 
department, and likewise  in- 
formed his colleagues of the 
American diplomatic corps, that 
little or nothing was accomplished 
at either meeting, since the 
foreign minister insisted that 
recognition be accorded before 
implementation of the break with 
the Axis on the basis of Argentine 
promises of future action. 

Ambassador Armour was re- 
called and a full statement of this 
Government's position was trans- 
mitted to the other American re- 
publics and to the government of 
Great Britain on June 22, 


IV. 


DEVELOPMENTS SINCE THE 
RECALL OF AMBASSADOR 
ARMOUR—We have re-examined 
the entire Argentine situation in 
the light of developments since 
our recall of Ambassador Armour. 

Practically all of the other re- 
publics have expressed unqualified 
agreement with the position and 
statement of facts set forth in 
the department’s communication 
of June 22. The chiefs of mission 
of most of the American Repub- 
lics as well as the British am- 
bassador have been recalled for 
consultation, 


The Chilean charge in Washing- 
ton has informally made available 
to the department two memoranda 
by the Farrell government, one 
dated June 30 and the other July 
10, which profess to summarize the 
action taken by the Castillo ad- 
ministration, the government of 
Gen. Ramirez and the present 
regime, ostensibly in aid of the 
United Nations and in implemen- 
tation of the break in relations 
with the Axis. 


The memorandum of July 10, 
which is the more comprehensive 
of the two documents, convincing- 
ly establishes the principal conclu- 
sion of our statement of June 22. 
That memorandum demonstrates 
that potentially significant anti- 
Nazi measures were adopted as in- 
cidents of the break in relations 
by the Ramirez government and 
that almost immediately after 
these measures were adopted the 
government was overthrown in cir- 
cumstances and for reasons which 
are now well known. A mere no- 
tation of the dates of the decrees 
cited in the memorandum demon- 
strates that as s00n as the new 
regime took power, the program 
of implementation was sharply 
stopped. 


Save forgthe departure of the 
German diplomats, who enjoyed 
the freedom of the country for al- 
most six months (and thus had 
ample time and opportunity to re- 
organize the Nazi espionage sys- 
tem), the sentencing of four Ger- 
mans for espionage, and the sus- 
pension for a few days of one of 
several pro-Nazi papers, the Far- 


rell regime has done little or noth- 
ing to implement the action of the 
Ramirez government. Thus the 
memoranda reinforce the conclu- 
sion that the extremist pro-Nazi 
elements of the present regime, 


which were largely responsible for 
the overthrow of the Ramirez gov- 
ernment, have been able to block 
any efforts that might have been 
made to proceed vigorously and 
adequately against Axis activities. 
The basic facts with regard to 
political and economic defense 
measures remain as set forth in 
our statement. Furthermore, ex- 
tremely important problems of 
Axis control were either not men- 
ti6ned in the memoranda or were 
touched upon by carefully qualified 
promises of future action. 


Co-operation Avoided. 


The net effect of the position 
of the Farrell regime i« firm ad- 
herence to the thesis that recog- 
nition should be accorded on 
the basis of a few acts of the 
overthrown Ramirez  govern- 
ment and mere promises of fu- 
ture performance. A declared 
determination to collaborate 
fully and decisively with the 
rest of the hemisphere has been 
and continues to be’ studiously 
avoided, 


The memorandum of June 30 
states that, “at the proper time 
the Argentine government will 


take the necessary steps to make | 
public the measures which it may 


adopt in consequence of its posi- 
tion of rupture.”

clear. 

It is the judgment of this Gov- 
ernment that the American repub- 


lics and their associates among 
the United Nations should firmly 
adhere to the present policy of 
non-recognition of the Farrell re- 
gime until by unequivocal acts it 
is conclusively demonstrated that 
there has been a fundamental 
change of Argentine policy in fa- 
vor of the cause ageinst the Axis 
and -in support of inter-American 
unity and common action,

At the very time that the Farrell |

Luncheon Sandwich, 

Two cups diced fresh tomatoes, 
two-thirds cup water, one-quarter 
cup chopped onion, one tablespoon 
green pepper, two tablespoons 
minced celery leaves, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon sugar, three 
tablespoons margarine, four slices 
bread, four thick slices American 
cheese. 

Combine the first seven ingredi- 
ents; bring to a boil and simmer 
for 10 minutes.

The Doctor 
On Sources 


Of Phlebitis

DO NOT know how to account 
| sor the sudden interest in phle- 

bitis, but, judging from the num- 
ber of requests in my mail to dis- 
cuss the subject, it seems to have 
come to the notice of a good many 
people. 

Phiebitis means an inflammation 
The veins usually in- 
volved are those of the leg—the 
most dependent part of the body 
and, therefore, the part where the 
large veins have the blood mov- 
ing the most sluggishly, Since 
the veins are always filled with 
blood when an infection &trikes 
them, it results almost instantly 
in clotting of the blood. So a 
phiebitis, really is a thrombo- 
phlebitis—thromus being the word 
for a clot inside a blood vessel. | 

Phlebitis occurs almost always 
during convalescence from a sur- 
gical operation, or childbirth, or 
lying in bed following a broken 
bone, or accident of some kind. It 
occurs occasionally in varicose 
veins, but not as often as the fa- 
vorable circumstances which that 
condition presents would lead one 
to expect.» Phiebitis also is one 
of the complications of infectious 
diseases, particularly typhoid fever, 
but with the practical disappear- 
ance of typhoid that variety is 
nearly eliminated. Pneumonia is 
the next most frequent infectious 
cause in phlebitis, 
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HOW DOES THE infection get 
to the vein? Since the inside of 
the vein is well protected from 
the outside world it must be in- 
fection already in the _ blood 
stream. Sometimes it is very easy 
to see how this occurs, sometimes 
very difficult. 

After childbirth the womb is 
large and goft and it lies right 
over the big veins in the pelvis 
into which the leg veins drain. 
The uterus is at this stage boggy 
and very frequently there are re- 
mains of septic material in it. It 
is to prevent the presence of this 


Septic material that the modern 


obstetrician is so careful with his 
technique of cleanliness. But 
spite of all precautions, sometimes 
Slight sepsis does occur, And this 
lying over the pelvic vein, or per- 
haps carried by the general circu- 
lation to the sluggish veins in 
this condition infects their inside 
wall, causes the phlebitis, 

It is not always so easy to ac- 
count for all the cases of phlebitis 
following surgical operdtion, but 
any wound is liable to have septic 
material in it, no matter how me- 
ticulous the precautions against 
such accidents, and this septic ma- 
terial wandering through the 
blood vessels finds the veihs in 
the legs of a person lying in bed 
the ideal spot for setting up in- 
flammation, 
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A PHLEBITIS MAY be acutely 
dangerous, even fatal, in the pro- 
duction of an embolus in the lung 
—a small clot of blood which de- 
taches itself from the main clot 
in the veins of the leg and wan- 
ders around until it reaches a 
vessel so small it cannot get 
through so lodges there — and 
usually this is in the lung. 

Most cases of phlebitis get well, 
but the remote consequences are 
not always pleasant. Nature’s 
method of cure is to cause the clot 
in the vein to become hard like 
scar tissue and then to canalize 
it with little vein channels. These 
canals perform the function of 
the vein which is to carry the 
blood back to the heart, but they 
do not work as well as the orig- 
inal model, and the person is like- 
ly to have the affected leg swell 
up on any unusual exertion. It 
even gets permanently larger than 
its fellow. 

Surgeons and obstetricians are 
making evory effort to prevent 
this disagreeable and dangerous 
complication, Since one of the 
factors seems definitely to be rest, 
it is the modern custom to get the 
surgical patient or the convales- 
cent mother out of bed earlier 
than the old two week standard. 
Many surgeons approve getting 
the patient up on the fourth post- 
operative day.

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A Teacher Who Is Against Homework ° 


Clayton Educator Thinks. Plan Would Benefit Both Students and Parents 


By Helen Clanton 


OU can cast our vote for John 
y L. Bracken, as the school sbu- 

perintendent most likely to suc- 
ceed in winning the hearts of his 
students and endearing himself to 
their respective parents. For 
Bracken does not believe in “home- 
work.” He is a firm protagonist 
of the right of “every child to 
close his desk and leave his 
worries behind him at the end of 
the day as does his father.” 


Bracken, who has been the su- 
perintendent of schools in Clay- 
ton for the past 21 years, exploded 
this educational bombshell] at a 
meeting of administrative officers 
of public and private schools, held 
at the University of Chicago, re- 
cently. We went out to his office 
in the Clayton High Schodl when 
he returned from Chicago, and 
asked him to explain. 

“T have always thought it com- 
pletely unreasonable for a teacher 
to assign to her pupils work which 
they must do outside of class, with- 
out supervision or direction, in an 
atmosphere very unlike that of the 
schoolroom,” he said, “I believe a 
classroom should be a laboratory 
and the class a conference group. 
The school curriculum should be 
so planned that a normal student 
may achieve in a school day all 
the ‘home work’ necessary. Of 
course, I realize that an outstand- 
ing student will have enough curi- 
osity and interest to pique him to 
outside reading. At the same 
time, the poor student may need 
to study outside of the classroom 
to keep up with his class. But 
these should be the exceptions, not 
the rule.” 
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RACKEN feels that parents 

have too long been imposed 

upon in this matter of “home- 
work.” The time is past when 
Father can do Sonny’s sums, write 
his themes, and draw his maps. 
Father has too much on his mind 
these days. And so does Mother. 
“T do not think that parents 
should assume the responsibility 
for needless homework, The 
burdens of war-time living make 
such supervision all the more dif- 
ficult for over-worked fathers and 
over-burdened mothers,” the edu- 
cator asserts. 

This opinion of the Clayton 
Schools’ superintendént is not new 
with him. He has been attempt- 
ing to discourage his teathers 
from assigning homework for 
several years. He has _ been 
prompted in his efforts by the 
feeling that the schoo] day could 
be revised to include all the study 
the average student needs, and

that too much homework is 
actually bad for the health of the 
growing child. 

“Health and growth must also 
be served. A child’s school ex- 
perience is only a sector of his 
life, and the activities he can pur- 
sue in his free hours are equally 
important,” he puts it. The stu- 
dent who carries home stacks of 
books and pencils is not fooling 
Bracken, anyway. 

“Here’s the sort of thing which 
happens when a student takes his 
books home,” the superintendent 
chuckles, “First of all, he will 
look around for a quiet place to 
study. He probably will not find 
it—few homes provide it. At any 
rate, he will choose to sit by a 
radio. Then his numerous friends 
will telephone him to talk over the 
latest dance, or the next football 
game. Perhaps some of them will 
drop over to study with him. 


After a time, the boy will get 
hungry, visit the icebox to see 
what's left that’s appealing. 
Finally, he will discover that he 
has spent three or four hours at 
‘study,’ and it’s too late to do 
more ‘studying,’ so he might as 
well go to bed,” 


“One of the most frequently- 
asked questions which teachers en- 
counter is: ‘Why don’t you teach 


our children to concentrate’?” 
Bracken continued. “Actually you 
know, instructors begin in kinder- 
garten attempting to gain the 
child’s attention, and continue 
through the grades and high 
school, training him to think along 
certain lines, and hold his interest. 
If a child can not concentrate at 
home, the fault is not necessarily 
his or that of his instructors. Yet 
if I said to parents who ask me

how well they could concentrate 
in new surroundings—they would 
think I was crazy.” 

Combating the necessity for 
homework in high school, Brack- 
en several years ago introduced 
the full hour period in the school 
day, instead of the average forty 
minutes. “There are six class 
periods during the day,” he ex- 
plained, “and the average student 
carries four, perhaps five, subjects. 
Each boy has one full hour of 
physical education daily—so there 
is left only one free period for 
music, dramatics, study, etc. We 
have also tried to get away from 
the old idea of a ‘study hall,’ be- 
cause I found that the so-called 
students did everything but study, 
in these free periods. Now they 
can go to the library to get special 
reference material, or work out 
special assignments.” 
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HERE is no set rule about 
eliminating homework in the 
Clayton schools. “Although it 
is my deliberate policy to dis- 
courage the assignment of outside 
study,” the superintendent says, “I 
know that I can count upon the 
essential touhgness of the teach- 
er’s fibre to oppose complete elim- 
ination of homework.” 

When Bracken came from Em- 
poria, Kan., 21 years ago to as- 
sume the position he now holds in 
Clayton, only three of the present 
school buildings existed. Since his 
arrival, the Maryland, Meramec, 
Glen Ridge, Wydown and McMor- 
row buildings have been erected, 
and many of them incorporate 
modern features which were his 
suggestions. One of the most re- 
cent additions is the new wing of 
the Clayton High School, which 
was built, at Bracken’s instiga- 
tion, to resemble closely a modern 
home. Home economics, for in- 
stance, is taught in a model home 
unit, and American literature 
classes are conducted in a pine- 
paneled library furnished with 
maple furniture and fn open fire- 
place. Social science lectures are 
given in a large, airy room, with 
green walls, comfortable desk 
chairs, and bright, modern paint- 
ings on the walls. 

Well, as we say, there seems 
every reason to believe that 
Bracken’s popularity is assured 
among the Clayton students next 
school year. Certainly, there will 
be many a parent highly relieved 
to discover he doesn’t have to dis- 
play how much he’s forgotten

Diego, Cal, First I visited Gen. 
Evans Carlson, who was wounded 
on Saipan, because our_ son, 
Jimmy, wanted to call there with 
me and he had to go back to 
work. The General looks thin and 
shows thg strain of his wounds 
and the experience which he went 
through, but he is coming along 
very well, 

I wish I could have talked to 
him longer, for Saipan is going 
down in history as one of the de- 
cisive battles of this war. It cost 
us dear, but our boys proved 
themselves better fighting men 
than the Japanese, and, many 
times over, avenged those of their 
buddies who will not return. Sai- 
pan is strategically important for 
the future; its capture un- 
doubtedly is an important step in 
the campaign against Japan, and 
will shorten the struggle... For us, 
however, as individuals, it will al- 
ways be a tragic spot, not only be- 
cause 6f the boys who died there, 
but because of the many boys who 
were wounded. They are begin- 
ning to reach this country, and 
some of then. were in the San 
Diego Hospital. 


It is a beautiful hospital, with 
wonderful grounds. Beds can be 
wheeled out on to the porches and 


the patients can lie in the sun. 


Because of the fact that there 
were so many patients, I could not 
cover all the wards, A great many 
of those ehie to do so gathe 7d in 
the patio so that I could say a 
few words to tlem. On such oc- 


‘casions I am always a little wor- 


ried about their being in the sun 
more than is wise. But perhaps 
in the routine of hospital life, any 
little change is good for them, and 
they might like the sun. I can 
remember, in the few times thct I 
have been in hospitals, that any 
little incident which took up my 
attention, after I had ceased to be 
critically ill, was rather a help to 
m, general outlook on life! 

I had not seen this hospital for 
over two years. It has not only 
grown tremendously, in this pe- 
riod, but I felt that it had also 
improved greatly. 


Among the boys, I found one 's 


whom I had seen in New Zea- 
land, and many others from vari- 
ous parts of the United States. 

As I crossed the country by 
train myself, I could not help 
thinking of the wounded boys who 
travel across it to different points 
where they can be in hospitals 
nearer home. It must be a long 
and exhausting trip * many of 
them, in spite of all the care we 
can give them, But when you see 
their cyves light up at the thought 
of seeing home faces — relatives 
and friends whom they have not 
seen for months—you know that 
any trip is worth it.
